Second,  a  course  on  “Archaeology  and  the 
Bible”  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Hyman  Tawil  on 
six  Thursday  evenings  beginning  on  January 
10th  and  going  through  February  14th  from  8 
to  9  p.m.

“A  Voice  of  Music  and  Prayer  For  Our 
Time,”  commemorating  the  100th  yahrzeit 
of  the  Viennese  cantor  Salomon  Sulzer,  is  the 
theme  of  the  47th  Annual  Friday  Evening 
Liturgical  Music  Service  on  December  7  at 
8:00  p.m.  The  service  is  the  inaugural  event 
of  an  international  series  of  tributes  to  honor 
the  acknowledged  “father  of  the  modem 
cantorial  art.”  Other  New  York  events  will 
include  a  cantorial  concert  and  an  academic 
conference  which  will  be  held  in  the  Spring. 

Sulzer ’s  work  established  the  foundation  for 
the  masters  of  synagogue  composition  and 
interpretation  who  followed  him,  and  who, 
themselves,  participated  in  the  development 
of  the  great  19th  century  European  syna¬ 
gogues  which  became  renowned  for  the  gran¬ 
deur  of  their  music.  Contemporary  Conserva¬ 
tive,  Reform,  and  Orthodox  services  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  influenced  by  the  standards  and 


structure  set  by  Oberkantor  Sulzer  who  saw 
as  his  mission  “the  enobling  of  synagogue 
song.” 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  and  Rabbi  David  H . 
Lincoln  will  lead  the  service,  accompanied 
by  the  Synagogue  Concert  Choir  under  the 
direction  of  Abraham  Kaplan,  with  Neil 
Robinson  at  the  organ. 

The  service  is  sponsored  by  the  Jack  and 
Zella  Butler  Memorial  Liturgical  Music  Fund 
which  has  been  established  to  perpetually 
endow  this  annual  service.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Butler  were  devoted  congregants  and  active 
supporters  of  the  musical  endeavors  under¬ 
taken  by  Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  Long-time 
friends  of  our  late  Hazzan  David  J.  Putter- 
man,  they  dedicated  the  synagogue  music 
library  in  his  memory.

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Hanukkah  is  a  confusing  holiday.  We  are  not 
sure  whether  we  are  celebrating  the  military 
victory  of  the  Maccabees  over  the  Syrians  or 
the  miracle  of  lights  which  allowed  one  vial 
of  oil  to  shine  for  eight  days.  Our  historical 
sources,  the  books  of  the  Maccabees  and 
Josephus,  make  no  mention  of  any  miracle  of 
lights.  The  Talmud  leaves  out  the  military 
victory.  It’s  clear  that  these  two  sources  were 
glorifying  different  things.  The  historians 
cared  about  the  military  victory,  while  the 
Rabbis  celebrated  lights.  Today,  we  have 
combined  the  two,  but  it  is  important  to 
understand  that  the  Talmud  never  intended 
Hanukkah  to  be  a  celebration  of  war.  The 
Rabbis  wanted  a  celebration  of  light. 

What  is  a  celebration  of  light?  I  think  the 
Hanukkah  lights  symbolize  different  activi¬ 
ties  individual  Jews  engage  in  to  enlighten  an 
often  dark  and  gloomy  world,  acts  of  love  or 
charity.  For  instance,  Hanukkah  is  our  winter 
holiday.  Winter  is  a  particularly  difficult  time 
to  be  poor.  An  economic  inability  to  stifle  the 
bitter  cold  is  often  one  of  the  horrible  conse¬ 
quences  of  grinding  poverty.  Therefore,  as  a 
celebration  of  light,  Hanukkah  is  an  ideal 
time  to  help  the  poor. 

There  are,  of  course,  many  opportunities  in 
New  York  for  charity  work.  The  organiza¬ 
tion  Mazon  (the  Hebrew  word  for  food) 
collects  money  for  hungry  people  worldwide. 
The  money  is  collected  as  a  kind  of  tax  on 
Jewish  life-cycle  banquets.  The  people  at 
Mazon  recommend  that  we  take  three  percent 
of  everything  we  spend  on  our  weddings, 
Bar/Bat  Mitzvah,  Brit  Milahs,  anniversary 
dinners,  any  large  event,  and  donate  that 
money  to  Mazon.  They  then  use  the  money  to 
help  alleviate  world  hunger. 

Occasionally,  we  may  feel  guilty  at  the 


opulence  of  some  of  our  parties.  Mazon 
allows  us  to  ease  those  feelings  of  guilt,  and, 
at  the  same  time,  perform  an  important 
mitzvah.  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  contributes 
to  Mazon  each  year. 

We  have  many  opportunities  within  our  syna¬ 
gogue  to  help  the  hungry.  Two  committees, 
in  particular,  are  involved  in  working  in  that 
field  of  endeavor,  The  Homeless  Committee 
and  the  Food  Pantry. 

Relieving  the  hunger  pains  of  a  few  people  is, 
symbolically,  like  lighting  a  giant  Hanukkah 
candle  during  the  cold,  dark  season.  It  is  a 
candle  whose  light  will  shine  for  far  longer 
than  eight  days.

Emanuel  Rice,  a  psychiatrist  and  a  member 
of  our  congregation,  as  its  guest  speaker.

Rice  will  talk  about  his  recently  published 
book  Freud  And  Moses:  The  Long  Journey 
Home.

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Celebrating  Hanukkah 

When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  begin¬ 
ning  on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corre¬ 
sponds  to  the  evening  of  TUesday,  December 
11th  through  sundown  Wednesday,  December 
19th. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or  Ha- 
nukkiah,  on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of 
Hanukkah  to  commemorate  the  miraculous 
victory  of  the  Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in 
the  Second  Century,  B.C.E.  A  small  craze  of 
oil  was  found  when  the  Temple  was  rededi¬ 
cated  which  surprisingly  lasted  for  eight  days 
instead  of  the  expected  one  day,  making  it 
possible  for  the  Jews  to  purify  more  oil  for 
the  lamp  in  that  period  of  time.  The  rabbis 
tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of  oil  casts 
a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews  stand 
against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order  to 
preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash. 
Generally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although 
some  menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil 
and  a  wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed 
on  the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then  on 
each  succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to 
the  LEFT.  The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the 
following  blessings  are  said: 

Barakh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvotav 
v’tzivanu  I’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
light. 

Then: 

Barakh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu  bayamin 
hahem  baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You, 'Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  performed  miracles  for 
our  ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this  time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barakh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu  v’hee- 
gee-anu  lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
sustained  us  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that 
evening’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts 


on  the  LEFT  with  the  candle  which  has  been 
added  for  the  new  day  and  continues  by 
moving  to  the  right. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit 
after  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

The  menorah  is  often  placed  at  a  window,  if 
practical,  to  give  public  recognition  to  God’s 
deliverance  of  the  Jews.  Special  attention 
should  be  given  to  children’s  involvement  in 
kindling  the  lights.  In  many  families  more 
than  one  menorah  is  lit,  the  children  lighting 
their  own.
